Up 
to now Russia, despite her habit of bluff, has 
shown no ardent desire to ** come on," for which 
we are devoutly thankful. Japan has unlimited 
pluck, and Russia heaps of discretion. Perhaps 
with a little more persuasion from her best 
friends — namely, - the Czar and the Peace 
Party of her own country—she may now be 
persuaded to recede from her untenable posi- 
tion. But, some will exclaim, to do that means 
great loss of prestige! To which there is only 
the one obvious retort that, by going to war, she 
may lose a good deal more. 


Germany's Crown Prince. 


A very independent young gentleman, appa- 
rently, is the German Emperor's eldest son. 
Considerable interest, I read, is being taken in 
the present relations existing between him and 
the Kaiser. The Crown Prince is, and has been 
for some time past, under close arrest at 
his own quarters, and can only leave them for 
the purpose of attending to his military duties. 
He has of late manifested a marked opposition to 
his father's views on many subjects, and some 
stormy scenes are said to have taken place 
between them. Remonstrances and threats 
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have alike been of no avail to induce the 
Crown Prince to adopt the attitude and opinion 
that his futher selected for him, and the son 
is snid to have spoken very plainly to his father 
on the subject. Iu the scene which culminated 
in the Prince being placed under close arrest, 
he is undérstood to have curtly told the Kaiser 
that if he could not live his own life in 
Germany he would go to England until such 
time that he could return to Germany free from 
the intolerable dictation even as to his own 
private opinions. ** Asa Lieutenant in your army, 
I owe you obedience on military matters," the 
Prince is reported to have said, “ but ns an 
individual German I have the right to my own 
opinions. You were not always so subservient 
to your father's views, and 1 do not see why you 
should expect from me what you did not give 
your own father." The Kaiser was deeply 
enraged at this outspoken rebuke, and ordered 
the Prince into close arrest at once; nor has he 
relaxed the órder since, not even when the 
Crown Prince desired to attend the festivals in 
conuection with Professor von Dygalsky, the 
chief of the German North Pole Expedition, and 
his old tutor, Herr Platen zu Hollermunde 

“ A marked opposition to his father's views. 
I wonder if it was one of "“them telegrams,”” or 
the dethronement of Bill Adams as the victor of 
Waterloo, that brought about this pretty quarrel? 
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Somaliland. 


We have had so much bad news in the past 
from Somaliland that many had begun to tear 
the worst, and the success of the combined 
efforts of Generals Egerton and Manning and 
Colonel Swayne bas come as a great relief. 
After months of preparation.and careful man- 
ceuvring, three thousaud of our men attacked 
five thousand Dervishes nt Jidballi. and routed 
them with much loss. The enemy, as usual, 
charged with great ferocity, but our infantry 
broke their frontal attack with a heavy fire, rout- 
ing them hopelessly, and then pursued them.

EATH of Sir Har 
Hon. Sir Harry Ke , who died on Sunday last 


at his residence in the Albany, Piccadilly, was the 

“ Father of the Navy." He was in his ninety- 

fifth year, baving been born in 1809, Joining 
the Navy at the age of thirteen, he served his country 
for fifty-seven years, retiring as Admiral of the Fleet 
in 1879. Sir Harry was an ideal sailor, and his career 
was full of exciting episodes, both on sea and land. After 
a period of pirate-chasing around Borneo, he was given 
command of the Dido, and did much valuable and daring 
work in suppressing the piracy then rampant in the China 
Sea. His next fighting was done in the Baltic and the 
Black Sea during the Crimean War. Returning to Chinese 
waters, he earned great distinetion in the memorable 
eutting-out affair at Fatshan Creek. Altogether Sir Harry 
«pent thirty years of his naval life in Eastern waters. On 
finally returning to England he was appointed Commander- 
in-Chief at Devonport. The gallant old Admiral was a 
great favourite with the King and Queen. At Sandringham 
he was a frequent guest; while during Cowes week he was 
invariably aboard the Royal yacht, By his death, Admiral 
Sir Nowell Salmon, V.C., now becomes “ Father of the 
Fieet.” Sir Nowell was born in 1835, joined the Navy in 
1847, and was appointed Admiral of the Fleet in 1899.

in the way of new fashions to describe 


until the sales are over, and not even 

then, perhaps, unless the weather should 
be fine, and at present it is very much the 
reverse; not cold, but rough and rainy. These 
winter sales, so beloved by many women, spoil 
any of the pleasure which is to be found iu 
shopping. I went with a friend a day or two 
ngo to one of the famous drapery establishments 
in the West End.

We gave up the 
search and decided not to worry ourselves over 
the winter sales any more. But they are very 
profitable to the shops which hold them twice a 
year ; for tothe regular customers the best articles 
are produced and sold at what seems to rich 
women a great reduction, and for the crowd of 
chance buyers who come in to

the «goods which appear at sale-time only are 
considered quite good enough. The number of 
excited women who throng the shops every day 
of this month is really very remarkable. They 
are not all economical ladies to whom bargains 
are a stern necessity ; the majority are impelled 
by a love of shopping for its own sake that 
nothing can cure. They delight iu turning 
over the piles of dress materials which are 
heaped upon the counters; in tossing about 
the crumpled ribbons to find one; that will 
i suit for the trimming of a hat.

Practically the 
whole of Sussex is good ground; the Surrey border, in the 
neighbourhood of Midhurst and Haslemere, and the Wych 
Cross, Forest Row, Nutley, and Maresfleld districts may 
also be mentioned. I have had good honey collected near 
Newick, another village surrounded by commons. This 
proves how wide is what may be termed the bee area in 
this singat favoured county.

should be sown outside late in April or in‘May. If one 
has a frame the seed may be sown earlier and then trans- 
planted. Care should be taken in ‘sowing to eover the 
seeds but slightly, as those of many varieties of annuals 
are very minute.W'A good plan is PX to prepare 
some light soil with which to cover them; this is specially 
advisable in heavy retentive soils. As soon as the young 
plants are visible keep a sharp look-out for slugs, which are 
very troublesome, and will quickly destroy a whole collec- 
tion if not guarded against. Half-hardy annuals, com- 
prising asters, stocks of sorts, helichrysums, and other 
everlastings, phlox Drummondi, African and French 
marigolds, tagetes, zinnias, Indian pinks, and others may 
be sown a little ‘earlier in a frame. Level the soil, and 
draw shallow drills 8 in. or so apart, in which the seeds 
should be thinly and regularly distributed and covered ; 
the frame should be shaded with mats until the plants 
appear above ground, when they should be removed, and 
the seedlings gently watered with tepid water through a 
very fine rose; give air at all times when the weather is 
favourable, and when the plants ave large enough prick 
them out in frames, and gradually harden. 


Cleaning Fruit-Trees. 


"With a stiff brush or scraper the mosses, lichens, and old 
bark should be rubbed off, and all cavities und cankerous 
spots thoroughly cleaned out. Stem and branches having
